What would be valgar in another actress
is In her case laughuble und amusing; ehe che
pmoke n olear, play on the banjo, beat the drum,
dance a breakdown, simeg u little. nud is proficlent
in divers other accomphighments too numeronsy
to mentlon, but when it comes to stamping one
of her red-aced boots on the stage with an #lr of
gommand or deflance, or ca'ting a pigeon wing

which she does gome dozea or two limes, more
or less, in every unct, she is in her glory, an i
ber audience is bhappy, The question micht
resopably be sasked, Why shouald this gay,
dashing little woman trouble her<clf about are,
when she s sure of pleasing the public and [l
Ing the thectre night atter night with the non-
sensical antics she is such a perlect mistress of ¢
And yet we would Hke to see Lotta serlously
attempt rome good part, and play Ib as wall as
she I8 able, for we believe that she has capablili

ties which as yet are undeveloped, and we do
not belleve that ber popularity would be dimin

fshed Im the least if she would endeavor to da
something really srilstic,

Mr. Bdmund Falconer's drama of Firegy
which was produced Jast night, 18 an adaptation
of “"Outda’s” novel of “Under Two Flags,” nuid
wo have sufliciently characterized it when we
sny that the play is every way as nosned us the
story, The drumunlst, however, DAS accom
plished his object In givie Lotta a part in
which she has ample opportunities to show off
her preuliar fascivations, and which keeps heg
almost constantly before the audience. The plot
is very slight, and not very important, althoneh
the dramatist has mansged to streteh out o five
acts what might euslly have been told In three
at the most, An English gentleman of noblg
fumily, **Harold Ceell,” is unjostly suspected of
the crime of forgery, and to escape from diszrace
he leaves his own country and goes to Algiers,
where he enlists as a private in the Freoch
army. For some rensou, not clearly explained,
he mapages to Incur the Latred of the colonel of
his regiment, and he also wius the
aflfections of “Fire {ly,” the vivaondiere,
“‘Harold,"” however, loves s noble English
lndy, who discovers him in his disguise, and as
ghe reciprocater his affection, the poor little
vivandiere, of course, is in & very bad way about
it. “Harold” falls into o trap set for him by the
“‘Colonel,” and is sentenced to be shol for a
breach of discipline: avd “Fire-fly" exertls
himself to save him and obtains a pardon. bhe
arrives with the important document just as
““Harold” is about to be exzcnted, and throw,
herself between him and the muskels leyvelled at
his breast. Ehe recrives the bullets in her own
heart, and dies at his feet. This tragic ending,
to our mind, spoils the piece, and we think it
would be more satislactory, and every way as
effective, if “Fire-fly " could be permitted to snve
her own life and her friends, too, by a very
slight alleration in the denouement ot the pisce.

The play, in spite of its faults, is lively, with
plenty of action and any amount of broadsword
combats, musketry dischiurges, and other ex-
citing incidents of like character, Bome of the
tableaux are very cffective, and as it Is well
acted and well placed upon the stage it goes off
with much epirit and amid the heartiest applanse,
The house was crowded to ite utmost capuroity
Iast evening, and the performance was a decided
guccess, Inasmuch as everybody secmed pleased,

I otta's performance did not present any noew
features, and as “‘Fire-fly” she was essentlally
the same as she is in everything else. In the
sentimental passages she did not appear to the
same advantage as she did in those where she
ocould glve & fres rein to her spirit of fun and
frolic, just as her “‘Little Nell” s inferior to
her ‘“Marchloness,” The last named she could
make a really fine part if she would study
Dickens, try to act it, and try to forget Lotta,
That she will do this, and endeaver to made an
artist of herself, we doubt: but we do not doubt
that she would advance her reputation thereby,
and make her performances every way more
worthy of applause. The elfish creation of
Dickens is in every way suited to her abilities,
and it is worthy of her best efforts, Mr,
Brougham's dramatization, however, 1s not the
best that might be made, and not the least of
its faults is that it encourages, rather than
resiralns, Lotia's exiravagroces, We feel a
sincere interest in this little actress, and we say
thus much becavse we would lke to have her
muke her mark in a way that would entitle her
to the best praises we have to bestow,

E. L Davenport as “Hamlet."

Mr. E. L. Davevport received n very cordial
welcome at the Wulnut Street Thealre last
evening, and he gave au unusually fine person-
ation of “Hamlet.” Mr. Duvenport is certainly
ope of the most versatlle and accom-
plished actors om the Ameriean stage.
In tragedy, comedy, and melo-drama he s
equally at home, and whatever character he
undertakes he gives it an Individuality which
marks it as 8 work of refined and intellectual
art, We have been astonished at times to see
how Mr. Davenport will sink his own individu®
ality, snd become absorbed 1in the character
he underinkes (o represent, and appearing as he
does sometimes in two entirely different roles ln
the same evening, he contrives to change his
whole personsl appearance and facial exores.
